To the Members of the School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Eustis:. 


It is essential to winning the War itself and to the Preservation 
of Democracy for which we are fighting that Schools be kept open 
and the children provided with facilities to this end. 

Miss Noreen Rowe enlisted in the WAACS. Miss Helen Fox 
took a position in an aircraft factory this past year. 

We have many young men serving in the Army and Navy with 
distinction. Some have been mentioned in the Service as wounded in 
action. : 

The Army Officials wish us to give special emphasis to courses in 
Auto Mechanics, Shop Work, Electricity, Radio, Fundamentals of 
Machines (Physics) also Pre-aviation. 

The best preparation for the Army is for one to complete his or 
her High School Course. Let no one lose his life for lack of the proper 
training. 

FINANCE 

Owing to strict economy we have about managed to break even 
this year. A Study of the national economy seems to indicate that Coal 
and other supplies will be higher this year and more difficult to obtain. 
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Of course the Services have first call on our Manpower and this is as 
it should be. The high wages prevailing in Defense Plants and shortage 
of Labor require us to pay an adequate salary if we are to keep our 
Schools open. When high school boys can earn $80 per week and more 
in a Defense Plant it takes some persuasion to keep'teachers on the job 
at our present wage scale. Then again teachers are rapidly leaving the 
State for better paying positions in other States. Citizens should get 
behind the movement to increase State Support for education, and talk 
to your Representative and State Senator. Any money that you spend 
for local taxes you can take out of your Federal Income Tax. The 
State School Fund should be restored to its former value. It has been 
gradually declining in recent years. 


SCHOOL LIBRARY 


If the School has an adequate Library and makes use of it one can 
be sure the School is making progress. The State requires an expendi- 
ture of at least $75 annually for the Library. We have made full use 
of the State Library for which expense only for postage is required. 
Any voter can make use of the State Library by paying postage for 
books. Some adults may not know this. 


LABORATORIES 


An annual expenditure of at least $75 is required for support of a 
Laboratory. This is a State Requirement. The State Home Economics 
inspector recommended the old black stove in the Home Economics 
room be replaced by a modern electric range. The War Department 
asks for special emphasis on Mathematics and Physics especially. 


FEDERAL SURPLUS FOOD 


_ Egg Powder, Beans, Apples, Evaporated Milk, Tomatoes and other 
foods have been received and put to good use in the school lunch pro- 
gram. The authorities are asking that the Home Economics teacher 
cooperate with the Public in maintaining adequate nutrition for the 
people during the War Economy. 


REPAIRS 


Only necessary repairs have been made during the past year. Only 
necessary repairs are contemplated this year. The War makes extended 
repairs practically impossible. The buzzer should be installed in the 
boiler room right away. 
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SCHOOL BUS 

The Office of Defense Transportation has made rules on the Use 
of the School Bus. Side trips are eliminated. The extra trip to Eustis 
is eliminated and Civilians are. not allowed to ride on the School Bus. 
The Office of Defense Transportation would like to have the bus kept 
overnight at Eustis to eliminate extra mileage and at the School during 
daylight hours. Children living under two miles from the School must 
walk unless they can be carried on a regular trip. Speed must be kept 
under 35 miles per hour. Athletic teams cannot be carried on the 
School Bus but the coach may carry the team in his car. 

The School Bus is eight years old. There is no chance of getting 
another until after the War is over. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE 

The School will try to give such courses as the Government may 
desire to further the War effort. During the Senior year of school the 
Government may enlist some boys 17 who may be sent to higher school 
for Specialized War Training. They would be allowed to stay in School 
until about six months after they are 18. To prepare for military and 
naval service students should be urged to complete fully their High 
School course.

Principal’s Report 


To the superintendent of Schools, School Committee, and Citizens of 
Eustis: 


I present for your consideration my second report as Principal of 
Eustis High School, concerning the activities of teachers and students. 

Our teaching staff has changed again during the past year. Miss 
Patricia Stevens from Farmington Normal School has replaced Miss 
Marie Ryer in the third and fourth grades. Miss Emily Sproul from 
Gorham Normal School has replaced Miss Helen Fox in the fifth and 
sixth grades. Mrs. Margaret Timberlake from Colby College has re- 
placed Mrs. Lydia Johnson in the High School English Department. 
Miss Margarett Umphrey from Farmington Normal School has recently 
replaced Miss Noreen Rowe in the Home Economics Department as 
Miss Rowe resigned to enter the WAAC. The remainder of the teach- 
ing staff is the same as last year. 

Extra-Curricular Activities play an important part in Eustis High 
School. We again have elected an Athletic Association to carry on an 
Athletic program. However, we realize this year that transportation 
facilities will greatly restrict our program.. We also held our annual 
magazine sale this fall and it was even more of a financial success than 
in previous years. 

Last year’s basketball team won about half of their games during 
the season. At the Farmington tournament we gave a better account 
of ourselves than the year before. In the preliminaries we were de- 
feated by Rangeley. We then defeated Strong for a chance at consola- 
tion. In the final round Kingfield defeated us by a close score to win 
consolation prize. John Thomas won the foul shooting contest and 
received a new pair of basketball shoes for a prize. This year basketball 
has not commenced as yet but there will probably be a smaller schedule 
due to the transportation problem. 

In baseball last year we made our best showing. We won four of 
the six games played losing twice to Phillips. We did not complete our 
schedule due to the mump epidemic. We lost most of our veteran team 
by graduation.

We entered two speakers in the North Franklin County Speaking 
Contest, namely, Janice Myshrall and John Ricker. Although they did 
not win any prizes, they did make an excellent showing and should be 
congratulated for their efforts. 

In keeping with the Defense Program we have added an Aviation 
course to our curriculum. Looking into the future, I predict that this 
course will remain in the curriculum for a long time. 

This year we again have Defense Stamps on sale once a week. 

Our enroljlment has decreased considerably this year; but we are 
striving to better prepare our students so they may better aid the war 
effort. New courses, ideas, and pamphlets, were secured from the Fed- 
eral and State Departments of Education and have aided to a great 
degree. As recommended, we are stressing mathematics and sciences 
and the great part they play in the war effort. We have tried to do our 
part also by aiding in setting up the rationing program. We sincerely 
hope we have served you well in this capacity. 

The teaching staff again extends a cordial invitation to all those 
who wish to visit the school, discuss problems, give constructive criti- 
cism, and aid in the advancement of Eustis High School. 

My gratitude is extended to citizens, School Committee, Superin- 
tendent of Schools, teachers, and students, for their interest and aid 
during the past year.

Report of the Home Economics Department 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the School Committee, and the Citi- 
zens of Eustis: 


The Home Economics Department has, again this year, increased 
the scope of the home training program by including a course for boys 
(Junior-Senior) in Camp Cooking. This course is given for one semes- 
ter and introduces some of the other phases of home economics as well as 
practical cooking experience. 

We have, in this department, a new sewing machine, which was 
greatly needed, and this adds much to the pleasure and efficiency of 
the sewing classes. We also have new unit curtains and a few pieces of 
new, small equipment purchased from school lunch proceeds. I would 
add here that the major problem concerning equipment in the home 
economics room is the condition of the cook stove. 

School lunches will be served this year from after Christmas vaca- 
tion to spring vacation. The barter system will be used as much as 
possible and we would encourage all bus students, especially, to take 
advantage of the school lunch program.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Citizens of the Town of Eustis: 


I submit the report of the North Franklin County Nursing Service 
from January 1, 1942 to December 31, 1942. 

Fight visits were made to the homes of preschool children. Health 
habits were discussed with the parents. In one visit no one was found at 
home. One visit was made to a person who was ill and the person was 
urged to visit a doctor. Five visits were made to the homes of crippled 
children’s cases and exercises and clinic suggestions were reviewed. One 
interview was had with the Health Officer in reference to the work. 

Nurse’s inspections were carried out to 127 children, records were 
completed and reports sent to parents. Later the nurse assisted the Dis- 
trict Health Officer in throat examinations to 120 children. Eleven 
conferences were held with teachers in reference to the correction of 
defects and three visits were made to the homes of school children. De- 
fects were discussed and the parents were urged to consult doctors, den- 
tists, or oculists. The school has developed an invaluable hot lunch 
program. A considerable number of the children bring lunches and 
such a program would be most helpful. 

The dental clinics at the Hospital have been postponed for the dura- 
tion. The Hospital, in conjunction with the State Bureau of Health, 
maintains the facilities of a chest clinic to which family doctors may 
direct patients who manifest symptoms of Tuberculosis or who are con- 
tacts of actual cases. In a similar manner, an orthopedic clinic is held. 
Children or adults who manifest signs of deforming conditions may be 
seen by an orthopedic surgeon upon the request of the family doctor. 

Each year an educational program is sponsored by the Maine Public 
Health Association during the month of April. This year we received 
educational literature, posters, and movie films. Literature and posters 
were distributed in Eustis and Stratton. This material pertains to the 
value of the “Early Diagnosis” of Tuberculosis and its treatment and 
cure. | 

Again, this year, the North and South Franklin County Nursing 
Services were allotted space at the County Fairgrounds. The most 
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recent films were shown in reference to Tuberculosis, dental care, nutri- 
tion, and syphilis. Literature pertaining to all phases of health was 
distributed upon request. Greater interest was shown in the films and 
literature this year. 

In summary the Nursing Service has been affected by the war effort 
in that clinic facilities have been lessened, and, due to tire conservation, 
visits have been lessened. Yet, the need for public health education is 
ever increasing. With this thought in mind, the Nursing Service will 
strive to reach and inform the public of the best possible healthful living. 
This is the role it plays toward fortifying the Home Front while our 
right for such a liberty is being fought at the Battle Front. 

The Nurse wishes to take this opportunity to express her apprecia- 
tion to all citizens who have participated in the health activities.

To the Members of the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Eustis: 


Two hundred thousand Teachers have left teaching since Pearl 
Harbor. There are so many other opportunities that pay more and re- 
quire less work. Normal School enrollments have dropped 60 per cent 
below 1940-41. This year only about 25 will graduate from the General 
Course at Farmington Normal. 


According to opinion in Town we have the best teachers that we 
have had for some time. That being the case it would seem to be worth- 
while to try to retain them. 

The Lumbermen can solve their problem of labor by using German 
Prisoners of War. However, no one would advocate using Nazis for 
teachers of our children, I hope. 

A while ago Dead River was short of a teacher and they had to pay 
$35 per week to get anyone. They were perfectly willing to pay that 
when they found there was no one who would work for less. Lincoln 
Plantation had to pay $35 per week to get anyone. Now that inflation 
has occurred and flour is worth $12 to $14 per barrel, labor is high. 
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When High School graduates can get $1400 per year in Government 
work, etc., there is not much incentive for them to teach School. 

We have now got to the point where we either run our School with 
teachers or we close it down tor lack of teachers. Like everything else 
there are a few teachers (qualified ones) who can be hired at an infla- 
tion price. If it is not desired to pay a price that will secure the teacher 
then a sign should be put on the School “ closed for lack of teachers.” 

If any person in ‘lown labors under the delusion that he or she can 
hire cheap teachers he or she perhaps might like to try their hand at 
hiring a teacher or two. Of course they should also bear the blame for 
the avalanche of untavorable criticism that results in such cases. 


EDUCATION AND THE WAR 

Stratton High School has more than made its contribution to the 
War Effort. Never has there been a Town which has been so well rep- 
resented in the Armed Forces serving all over the World. These boys 
from Maine who naturally know the woods and know how to take care 
of themselves in the woods can take over the enemy, dug in his fox- 
holes. Soldiers away from home and in far places where every day is 
the same as every other day like to get mail from home and I hope they 
get a lot of mail. We can also buy Bonds and Stamps on the Home 
front. Support the men of our fighting forces. 


‘ SCHOOL LIBRARY 
The Library should be the heart of the School. Reference is made 
to Mr. Allen’s request for more books. The State requires an expendi- 
ture of at least $75 for the Library and at least $75 for the Laboratory. 
We have made full use of the State Library for which postage only is 
required. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 

The Government has made a change this year in the School Lunch 
Plan. The Federal Government makes a cash contribution toward the 
School Lunch. The old practice of sending surplus food has been dis- 
continued. 

The old black stove should be replaced right away as the oven is no 
good and it is difficult for the teacher to do her work properly. I think 
this will be done. 


REPAIRS 
Owing to the difficulty of getting parts, labor, etc., major repairs 
are out for the duration. 
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SCHOOL BUS 
The School Bus is now nine years old and seems to be destined to 
remain with us for the duration. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 
In order to get our State School Money the State requires that the 
High School must keep 180 days. Therefore, if days of School are lost 
they must be made up. The School Authorities can not close school 
just for a few flakes of snow or because someone does not happen to be 
feeling well.

Principal’s Report 


To Supt. of Schools: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as principal of Stratton High 
School. 


School opened last fall with only one teacher of the preceding year 
returning. The teacher to return was Miss Umphrey, the Home Eco- 
nomics teacher. The other teachers who are new this year are, Miss 
Roberts in the Ist and 2nd grades, Miss Buck in the 3rd and 4th, Miss 
Cooley in the 5th and 6th, Miss Carle in the 7th and 8th, and Miss 
Moore in the high school as the teacher of English. I personally feel 
that all the teachers are doing a very fine job. 


There have been several types of activities going on this school year. 
Last fall the boys played baseball and the girls played softball. The 
Junior Class put on a baked bean supper with the aid of their class ad- 
visor, Miss Moore. The Senior Class presented a play, “ Aunt Bessie 
Beats the Band,” which was also under the direction of Miss Moore. 
There have also been several socials put on by the various classes and 
clubs of the high school. 


Miss Umphrey has organized a Home Economics Club which has 
raised money by selling sandwiches at recess. She also coached the girls’ 
softball team and is now coaching the girls’ basketball team. 


November 12 we held night school for the benefit of the parents. 
We were in hopes that by having night school we might get the parents 
interested in the school, let them see their children in their classes and 
get better acquainted with the teachers. How many of these objectives 
were accomplished I do not know but I do hope that it did give the 
parents some insight into the school. No school can succeed without 
their backing. Whatever success or failure a school does attain is due, 
in a large part, to the attitude and cooperation of this group. We do 
welcome anyone who wishes to visit at any time, 
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The school is in great need of a better library. There are very few 
reference books and no novels or other books that may be used for high 
school students. 


I want to thank you, the school board, teachers, janitor and towns- 
people for your constant aid.

‘Report ef Home Economics Department 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the School Committee and the Citi- 
zens of Eustis: 


This year the Home Economics classes have increased almost double 
of that of last year, for which I am very grateful. Beside my girls’ 
classes, I have a group of boys in Camp Cooking which is most inter- 
esting. I only hope they continue to grow in the coming years, as it is a 
most worthwhile course for both boys and girls, especially with times as 
they are. Due to this increase, we had to purchase more new textbooks, 
to add to those of last year. We also found that in order to do satisfac- 
tory work in our foods classes, a new stove should be had, as the one we 
have will not bake. 


School lunches are being served, beginning after Christmas vaca- 
tion, continuing until spring vacation. At the present the girls are serv- 
ing up to fifty-two (52) students daily using the profit money to pur- 
chase new equipment. 


The laboratory is well equipped, but if the classes continue to in- 
crease as this year, more will be needed. 


I have enjoyed my work in your town, and find the Home Eco- 
nomics group a fine one with which to work.

Art. 34. To see if the Town will vote to allow Moving Pictures 
on Sunday during the ensuing year. 


Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and raise the 
sum of $25.00 for advertising our Natural Resources, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 5, Section 82, of the Revised Statutes of the State of 
Maine, said money to be expended by the Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Art. 36. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore this meeting. 


The Selectmen give notice that they will be in session in Ricker’s 
Hall at 8:45 A. M., on the day of said meeting, for the purpose of cor- 
recting the list of voters.
